uch “uso for navigation aboro. Han- 
“kow. Now, as Mr. Crawford from his 
Joug residence in tho East, being a wrie 
for on tho ultra Oriont and having beon 
Govornor of Sixgapore, is an anthority 
on matters relative to ultra-Gangetic 
rugions, ho must havo lod asteny many of | 
the intelligent attondants at Burlington 
‘House, thoso of thom particularly who 
uow little of China, aud had not heard 
of Colpuel Blakiston. What is fame! 
Colonel Blakkston and party loft this city 
in 1861 onan expeditionupthe Yang-tz0, 
Hisoxploration commoncod at Hankow 
and extended to Pingshan, 961 milos 
from tho formor place, about 900 miles 
of which ho deems guitablo for stoam 
navigation. Ho pul 
ing volumo giving 9 narrative of the 
voynge, tho results of surveys and an 
excellent Map, novortholess. at a Grand 
Couneit of Geograpliors held in tho me- 
‘tropolis of his native land, thore does not 
‘appenr to have beon any knowledge of 
the existoneo of tho,man, of his labors 
of his book? Bilington House in 
Slocping Hollow of Geographers 
as all truvellors know, consequontly 
tho noxt party of oxplorors that staré 
from Shanghai will not look to that 
Tmurean for tho first recognition of its 
sorvices, 5 
We cleared tho way for tho diseus- 
sion of the topographical featares of 
tho region in question, by ivi 
Intoly a bniof history of "the pol 
zrelations that havo oxisted botween tho 
‘Ghineso and Barmose Governments, 
Te now, only remains for us to glance 
‘ut the topographical features, and 















































the commerce of those regions. Mar? 
Polo appears to have travelled the 
usual routo that lies betwoon the 
provincial capital of Yanuan and tho 
metropolis of Barmah, but unfortu- 
nately, his account is go obscure, that 
his commentators differ respecting the 
ronto that was taken by tho “Herod. 
tus of the middlo ages” ns he is styled 
by Rittor. The latest of these, Mur- 
ray, rejects on insufficient grounds the 
opinion of eartier editors of the Vene- 
tinn traveller respecting the regi 
e he Seat bscett Wal haat 
hold: that this leads from the mountain 
pastes of Yunnan to.Ava; Polo says, 
tho great descent continues for two 
ays and a half, and in all this journoy 
nothing ocears worthy of notice, except 
that there is. great space in which a 
market is held on certain days of the 
ear: ‘Thither came many merchants 
from divors countries and districts, 
somo of which bring gold and silver in 
oxchango; and they’ give an ounce of 
tho former for five of the Iattor.” Nono 
‘but those who 




















is prodaced, 40 difficult und intricate 
aro the roads. Fifteon days south 
wards through forests and wild path- 
Joss tracts filled with wild tropical 
boasts, bring the traveller to Ava. Not 
having the precise: starting point of 
this seventoon and a half days itine- 
rary wo cannot make much out of it, 
but by having reconrse to Col. Bur. 
ney's translations from the Burmese of 
the Itinorary of an embassy -from Ava 
to Poking, wo ean form a tolerably cor.

Birmoso Embassy to China mado the

inlabitants Maingtean, clovon days 
more took them to the city of Yanni 
wheneo they procooded through Ker 
chan by land and water to Changsha

the city of Yunnan to Changshe, bat 
‘as it was a largo body it moved slowly, 
on their rotury,. thoy took. the samo 
route.
